BUSINESS  RULES— READ  CAREFULLY 

It  is  impossible  for  us  to  ascertain  the  responsibility  of  the  many  tnoufeands 
of  customers  with  which  we  deal,  and  we  therefore  request  cash  with  orders, 
or  one  half  cash  with  order  and  we  will  send,  balance  C.  O.  D.  on  receipt  of 
order.  Plant  bands  positively  will  not  be  sent  out  from  factory  in  Minnesota 
or  our  storage  shipping  station  in  Philadelphia  unless  full  remittance  is  sent 
with  order. 

SEND  checks  if  you  have  a good  bank  account.  Post  Office  or  Express 
money  orders,  stamps  or  paper  money  in  registered  letter.  All  these  ways  are 
safe,  but  we  cannot  be  responsible  for  smaller  coins  as  we  get  many  letters 
containing  same  with  the  money  almost  gone  unless  well  protected  with  card 
board  mailing  devices. 

SHIPPING  INSTRUCTIONS 

Freight  and  express  rates  have  advanced  until  it  is  cheapest  to  send  all 
medium  and  small  orders  by  parcel  post.  Express  in  the  6th,  7th  and  eighth 
zones  is  about  as  cheap,  and  in  some  cases  a little  cheaper  than  parcel  post. 
Freight  on  shipments  of  75  pounds  or  over  will  go  most  any  distance  cheaper 
than  either  parcel  post  or  express,  and  freight  shipments  are  now  getting  so 
they  go  through  in  pretty  fair  t'me  and  we  therefore  advise  if  possible  to  give 
your  large  orders  early  enough  to  have  them  come  by  freight. 

CANADA  only  admits  4 pounds  in  weight  for  parcel  post  and  we  there- 
fore advise  express  shipment  for  Canadian  customers,  on  orders  over  that 
weight,  and  not  heavy  enough  to  go  by  freight. 

FAKCEL  POST  PREPAID.  For  our  customers  convenience  we  make  the 
following  prepaid  rates  on  glass  cloth,  and  on  plant  bands  where  listed  by  the 
pound. 

For  Kansas  and  Nebraska  shipments  add  one  cent  per  yard  for  glass  cloth 
and  two  cents  per  pound  for  plant  bands,  for  postage. 

In  Arkansas,  Colorado,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  N.  Dakota,  S.  Da- 
kota, Oklahoma,  Wisconsin  and  Wyoming,  add  two  cents  per  yard  for  glass  cloth 
and  4c  per  iL  for  plant  bands. 

In  Alabama,  Arizona,  Indiana,  Mississippi,  Montana,  Michigan,  Kentucky, 
Georgia,  Idaho,  New  Mexico,  Ohio,  Tennessee,  Texas,  Utah  and  Louisana,  add 
three  cents  per  yard  for  glass  cloth  and  6c  per  lb.  for  bands. 

In  Connecticut,  Delaware,  D.  C.,  Florida,  Georgia,  Idaho,  Kentucky,  Mary- 
land, Nevada,  N.  Jersey,  N.  York,  N.  Carolina,  Oregon,  Pennsylvania,  S.  Carolina, 
Vermont,  Virginia  and  Washington,  add  four  cents  per  yard  for  glass  cloth, 
and  8c  per  lb.  for  plant  bands. 

For  Maine,  Mass.,  N.  Hampshire,  Rhode  Island,  add  five  cents  per  yd.  for 
glass  cloth,  and  10c  per  lb.  for  plant  bands. 

For  Alaska,  Canada,  Canal  Zone,  Cuba,  Guam,  Hawaiian  Is.,  Mexico,  Ber- 
miada,  Philippine  Is.,  Porto  Rico  and  Panama,  add  6c  per  yd.  for  glass  cloth, 
and  12c  per  lb.  for  plant  bands. 

GOODS  MUST  BE  PREPAID  WHEN  SHIPPED  TO  CANADA,  as  trans- 
portation companies  will  not  accept  goods  unless  prepaid.  We  therefore  de- 
mand 6c  per  yard  for  prepaying  glass  cloth,  and  12c  per  lb.  for  other  ship- 
ments, and  we  will  refund  any  difference  in  case  shipment  does  not  \ake  full 
amounts.  Freight  shipments,  of  course,  will  take  much  less. 


GLASS  CLOTH 


Not  glass,  but  a fabric  treated  with  a preparation  which  makes  it  wind  and 
water-proof,  and  still  generates  warmth  and  light  about  the  same  as  glazed  sash. 
It  is  adapted  for  all  outdoor  forcing  such  as  hot-bed,  cold  frames,  and  its  mod- 
erate cost  makes  it  adaptable  to  forcing  vegetables  and  flowers  in  rows  and 
beds  when  used  in  the  form  of  a cold  frame  in  any  desired  shape  or  size.  It  is 
also  highly  recommended  for  the  sunny  side  of  poultry  scratching  beds  as  it 
keeps  out  the  wind  and  admits  of  plenty  of  light  and  also  generates  warmth. 
Further  it  is  adaptable  for  lights  in  barns,  sheds,  stables  or  any  outbuildings 
and  for  enclosing  screened  porches  during  the  winter  months. 

Glass  Cloth  is  also  used  for  temporary  greenhouses,  but  in  this  case,  as  well 
as  others  mentioned  above,  wind  exposure  must  be  considered.  DonT  think  of 
placing  the  cloth  in  an  exposed  position  without  plenty  of  cross  supports  to  keep 
the  wind  from  flopping  it  continually. 

We  advise  in  using  Glass  Cloth  to  use  it  on  well  made  frames,  only  they 
can  be  lighter  material  than  generally  used  for  glass  sash,  but  the  usual  cross 
supports  should  be  used.  For  greenhouses,  etc.,  use  supports  lengthwise  of 
frames  every  9 inches.

Plant  bands  have  been  in  use  for  several 
years  in  the  shape  of  plain  paper  strips  which 
needed  folding  when  setting  up.  We  here  of- 
fer you  something  new  in  bands  vdth  and  with- 
out bottoms.  These  bands  are  folded  and  locked 
together  so  that  you  simply  pick  them  up  one 
at  a time  and  set  them  in  the  flat  or  box  and 
they  are  ACTUALLY  EEADY  TO  USE. 

For  tomatoes,  cabbage,  peppers,  etc.,  you 
can  gain  about  one  month  in  maturing  fruit  by 
using  these  bands  in  the  hotbed  or  cold  frame, 
by  planting  them  one  plant  to  a band  or  trans- 
planting the  seedlings  in  the  bands  30  to  60 
days  earlier  than  you  would  plant  them  out- 
doors. 


Any  grower  can  Grow  a plant 
like  this.  No  set  back  when 
transplanted. 

For  melons,  cucumbers  and  other  vegetables  that  you  do  not  usually  trans- 
plant, we  advise  planting  the  seed  in  the  bands  about  two  weeks  earlier  than 
you  would  outdoors  and  you  will  gain  two  to  four  weeks  in  maturing  the  crop. 
With  ihese  latter  plants  be  careful  and  not  have  them  too  big  and  tender  when 
transplanting  :n  the  open  and  disturb  the  roots  as  little  as  possible. 

Always  leave  the  bands  right  on  the  plants  when  setting  in  the  field  and 
this  will  cause  the  roots  to  go  deeper  into  the  soil  and  make  stronger  plants.
